National Honor. 
In desperation for a slogan our op­ 
ponents try to create an issue out of 
national honor. 
Now national honor is not the whim 
of an individual mind. 
National honor is the composite sen­ 
timent, the composite reason of a 
whole people feeling the* emotions of 
nature and following the dictates of 
God.

The conference, they state, will, in 
all probability, break up today when 
the railroads finish the legislation of 
their “contingent” or counter propo­ 
sition to meet the demands of the 
men. 
The failure of the conference does 
not mean that a general strike of the 
350,000 men affected will immediately 
follow’, both the railroad men and 
managers say. 
The result of the conference must 
he first reported to the men. A strike 
vote will follow’, and if the strike is 
authorized the workers will then re­ 
new their demands. Onlv in the event 
through compromise 
or 
arbitration 
would the strike order become ef­ 
fective. 
The demands of the men include an 
eight-hour day, time and a half for 
overtime and the retention of exist­ 
ing methods of double compensation 
for different forms of labor during the 
one work 
day.

'^contingent” 
proposition of the

w’hile 
granting the shorter work day and 
increased 
overtime, 
excludes 
the 
double compensation feature. 
It is 
the latter fact that has caused the 
apparent disruption of the conference.

Cattle are 
very apt to overeat. The rumen (or 
paunch) becomes overloaded m d the 
fermenting mass causes a rapid gen­ 
eration of gas. 
The symptoms usually come on in 
a very short time. A cow* may be in 
a dangerous condition within half an 
hour after 
eating 
heartily 
of 
the 
white or other clover©. 
Frequently 
the bloating * so intense as to pro­ 
duce death before treatment can be 
given. The rumen becomes so dis­ 
tended with gas as to press forward 
I on the lungs and make it impossible 
J for the beast to inhale air, literally 
i smothering to death. 
I* The principal thing to do by way 
of prevention is to keep cattle off of 
rank clover pastures, especially early 
in the morning, 
after 
showers or 
during damp, cool days. 
Such 
pas­ 
tures must be used with great care 
ut any time. It has been claimed that

feeding dry wheat straw- or cured hay 
of any kind 
will 
tend to prevent 
Moating when cattle 
are 
turned on 
clover pastures. There is no question 
but w’hat this w*ill help some, but it 
can not be counted on as a sure pre­ 
ventative of bloating. Some dry feed 
should certainly be given when cat­ 
tle are pastured upon a rank growth 
of clover. In addition to this, a lib 
oral quantity of freshly burned char­ 
coal should be kept before the cattle 
Burn a loi of charcoal every two or 
three days, powder it and add a lit­ 
tle salt and leave it where cattle may 
lick at will. There is practically ne 
danger of over feeding on charcoal 
and this will help a lot in preventing 
bloat.

That the fertilization of the second 
season should be as ample as that of 
the first in the peach orchard, has 
been demonstrated by experiments car­ 
ried on in Delaware. The experiment 
station reports a series of fertilizer ex­ 
periments operated for three seasons 
on a seven-year-old peach orchard, 
with a total cost for the seven years 
of $130.50 an acre. The gross receipts 
for three crops were $1,773.68 per acre, 
while the adjacent unfertilized plot 
averaged on the same basis total re­ 
ceipts of $503.62, less than one-third 
of tho former receipts. 
At a meeting of the Peninsula Hor­ 
ticultural society, Mr. Houston of Ber­ 
lin. Md., reported the net earnings 
from a 100-acre peach orchard that 
came into profitable bearing in 191 2>. 
He applied about 500 pounds of high- 
grade fertilizer per 
acre early 
in 
March, and started cultivating with 
the disk harrow between March IO 
and 20. He continued the cultivation 
regularly until about July IO. 
Mr. 
Houston’s 
advice 
regarding 
treatment for curculios and brown rot 
is that it should be started a week be­ 
fore it is really needed or generally 
recommended. He sprays the blossoms 
once with a mixture of two pounds of 
limo, two pounds of arsenate of lead 
and fifty gallons of water. Seven days 
later, when the blossoms are full or 
are 
beginning 
to 
drop, he 
again 
sprays with a mixture of eight pounds 
••of lime, eight pounds of sulphur and 
two pounds of arsenate of lead. This 
s repeated ten days later. 
When tho peaches are well formed, 
he spraying is repeated, but the ar­ 
cuate of lead is omitted for fear of 
ajuring tho fruit. 
According to Mr 
lf Mston. this system of spraying kills 
hr brown rot. The last sprav is given

under federal or state jurisdiction will 
not w eaken individual effort. 
Instead 
it will m ake the individual stronger 
by m aking him 
m ore 
independent 
economically. 
This conclusion 
was 
stated by Dr. B. S. W arren, of the 
United States Public H ealth Service, 
in a paper before the A m erican Medi­ 
cal A ssociation at its annual m eeting 
here today. 
Dr. W arren was detailed 
by the Public H ealth Service over 
two years ago to un dertake an exhaus­ 
tive investigation of government-ad 
m inistered Insurance, and is the au­ 
thor of the recent report on this sub­ 
ject issued by the U nited S tates Pub 
lie H ealth Service. 
“Everything points to the necessity 
of governm ent-adm inistered health in 
surance if the health and well-being 
of American wage earners are to be 
properly conserved.” 
Dr. 
W arren 
said, “Preventable disease, caused by 
poverty and lack of co-operation and 
system atic effort by health-conserv­ 
ing agencies is now causing havoc 
am ong American industrial workers. 
“U nder a system of health insur­ 
ance for wage w orkers adm inistered 
by the state, the poorest of workmen 
and th eir families could secure ade­ 
quate m edical and surgical treatm ent 
through the use of a fund to be con 
tributed by the employee, 20 cents by 
the employer, and 5 cents by the 
com m unity through taxation.” 
Dr. I. M. Rubinow, of New York, 
spoke on health insurance and public 
health, advocating compulsory health 
insurance as a powerful weapon in 
com batting destitution due to disease. 
“The medical profession m ust neces­ 
sarily judge of the efficiency of health 
insurance largely from its effect upon 
public health.” 
He said, “Sickness 
as a cause of poverty is an economic 
problem, poverty as a cause of sick­ 
ness 
is 
the 
great 
public 
health 
problem. 
Only through health insur­ 
ance can efficient medical treatm en t 
be brought w ithin the m eans of wage 
working millions. 
No physician can 
afford to tre a t the wage w orkers for 
what the wage w orkers can afford to 
pay him individually. 
Through a col­ 
lective 
insurance 
m anagem ent 
the 
best 
results 
of 
m odern 
economic 
progress will be m ade available to the 
wrhole people.”

their state 
of 
wrath. 
They 
have 
seemed to realize th at this spirit of 
w rath, if once let loose, would carry 
them utterly beyond themselves. 
Realizing it and stating it to the. 
world they have tried to m ake T ur­ 
key a buffer state, as it were, to hold 
them from each other’s throat. 
Or 
as some one has put it, Turkey is the 
bone, and each of the nations, while 
watching the bone, has not dared to 
seize it, for fear of bringing the others 
on him in a great dogs’ fight, so to 
speak, for the possession of the Mo­ 
ham m edan prize. 
This bone of contention, the te rri­ 
tory of the Turk, has been described
